The constitution provided, a rev- 


enue for the new labor group that, 
based upon its claimed membership 
of 3,664,612 could amount to more 
than $2,000,000 annually to push 
forward a new 
organizing drive 


which leaders told the convention 
was the "paramount" question here. 


The motion to adopt the 10 ar- 


ticles as a whole passed unanimous- 
ly. On two sections, when they 
were considered separately, there 
were a few "No" votes. 


These two articles gave the ex- 


ecutive board the power to name 
the date and site for conventions 
*nd assessed small industrial un- 
ions a per capita tax of 50 cents. 


Lewis Angered 


Lewis was aroused by an attempt 


yesterday by west coast delegates 
to hold up 
consideration of the 


second article for another hearing 
by the constitution committee. 


Lewis told the 500 delegates the 


constitutional committee had draft- 
ed the document after careful 
study and conferences with execu- 
tive officers, and that the accept- 
ance or rejection of the recommen- 
dations 
was the only question 


which could be answered. 
He 


added: 


"It is not right and we do not in- 


tend to let a man merely with an 
idea to come here and destroy the 
work of this committee." 


Shaking his bushy head and 


waving his right hand, Lewis con- 
tinued: 


"I hope there will be no further 


misunderstanding of this matter."

raised by Harry 
Bridges, West 


coast CIO director .Mervyn Rath- 
bone, of the American Communica- 
tions association, and Joseph Cur- 
ran, of the National Maritime un- 
ion. 


Moved for Delay 


Rathbone moved for recommit- 


ment of section two of the consti- 
tution which sets forth the objects 
of the congress of industrial organ- 
izations, including one section pro- 
viding for an organization of men 
and women "regardless of race, 
creed, color, or nationality." 


Bridges and Curran 
supported 


Rathbone, but Sidney Hillman, act- 
ing chairman, ruled the motion out 
of order. 


Lewis' brief speech was in ex- 


planation of Hillman's ruling. 


Delegates then rapidly went to 


work on other articles of the con- 
stitution, with few interruptions. 


Four of the remaining articles 


•would put into the hands of the 
five big unions—on the basis of al- 
lotted voting strength—power 
to 


"direct the affairs of the organiza- 
tion."

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Public Opinion 
Favors AnnsPlan, 
Lawrence States 


Nazi Germany Compre- 


hends Only the Lan- 


guage of Force 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE 


Washington—Nazi Germany may 


not understand the first announce- 
ment at the press conference of 
President Roosevelt—his denuncia- 
tion of the barbaric attacks on 
helpless minorities in Germany— 
but there need be little doubt that 
the second announcement to the 
press, a few minutes later, about 
America's plan to build 
arma- 


ments big enough to protect the 
Western hemisphere will make a 
real impression in Berlin. 


It is most unfortunate that only 


the language of force makes itself 
comprehensible to the Nazi mind, 
but the language 
of bigger and 


better aircraft, 
bigger and better 


naval warships and bigger and bet- 
ter army reserve units is being 
spoken here with a unanimity on 
the part of American public opin- 
ion that has scarcely been equalled 
since the last episode in German 
stupidity in 1917, when merciless 
attacks without warning on mer- 
chant ships bearing innocent men, 
women and children shocked the 
whole world and led to American 
participation in the European con- 
flict. 


The military and naval minds in 


Berlin at that time ridiculed the 
idea of an American army trans- 
ported overseas, but nevertheless 
2,000,000 men went across in less 
than two years. 


Lusitania Disaster 


Today, 
Germany doubtless 
is 


resting on the illusory premise that 
America is a pacifist country and 
will never go to war. But any his- 
torian will tell the rulers of the 
German people that war did not 
come with the Lusitania disaster, 
when more than 1,000 innocent 
persons were murdered at sea, but 
later on, in the 
face of repeated 


protests, the barbaric attacks on 
American citizens continued. 


At the moment, it is the desire of 


the American people to avoid en- 
tanglement in any war, but it is 
apparent also that the surest way 
to stay out of war is to show the 
Nazi government America is pre- 
pared for any eventuality. 


The American 
policy just an- 


nounced by President Roosevelt is 
of transcendent 
significance, be- 


cause it means the welding to- 
gether of the 21 republics as well 
as Canada in a unit of strength 
which never has been created be- 
fore in world history. A united 
front against any .military or naval 
or aerial attack 
from Nazi 'Ger- 


many, Fascist Italy and their ally, 
Japan, will > not 
stop with 
mere 


preparation for war. It will intensi- 
fy world opinion against the three 
outlaw nations—Germany, 
Japan 


and Italy—and make known to the 
peoples thereof that their present 
rulers are merely doing to them 
what the tyrants of the past have 
done—wilful exploitation. 


Loot Minority 


The present rulers of Nazi Ger- 


many have begun to loot the mi- 
nority population in order to gel 
funds to maintain the armaments. 
The so-called 
anti-Semitic out- 


breaks are merely an excuse and 
camouflage for the underlying de- 
sire of the Nazis to confiscate the 
property of the Jews, who, it is es- 
timated, have about $2,000,000,000 


in property wealth, which is a size- 
able amount for the Nazis to pil- 
lage. 


Since the Nazis really mean to 


confiscate this property, it is sur- 
prising that they feel it necessary 
to add physical tortures to those 
whom they have plainly intended 
to rob. The pretexts for confisca- 
tion evidently 
have not been as 


convenient 
as those 
now used. 


Even in Italy there is reason to 
believe that the 
anti-Jewish de; 


crees have their origin in the plot 
of Fascist leaders to get their hands 
on key businesses and industries 
in which Jews have invested their 
savings of centuries. Evidently the 
economic pressure from within is 
so strong that the Jews are merely 
the scapegoats for an internal un- 
rest which is significantly pressing 
the 
Fascist 
governments 
from 


within.

$60,132.

dering money when with one more 
building and more than double tne 
enrolment the school budget is only 
$1,000 more than 16 years ago," Seg- 
gelink concluded. The civic audi- 
torium and high school gymnasium 
were built in 1935, and their upkeep

The question has long been dis- 


cussed 
by philosophers 
as 
to 


whether malevolence, that is to 
say the disposition to bring pain 
and misery to others or to take 
pleasure in it. can ever be disinter- 
ested. Francis Hutcheson, who was 
professor of moral philosophy -at 
Glasgow during the second quar- 
ter 
of the 
eighteenth 
century, 


thought that "human nature seems 
scarce capable of malicious disin- 
terested hatred, or a sedate delight 
in the misery of others." and the 
late F. H. Bradley, of Merton Col- 
lege, Oxford, argued that malevo- 
lence, which could not be denied as 
a fact, should be ascribed to ex- 
citement, the love of power or to 
self-assertion. But his contempo- 
rary, Alexander Bain, who was 
professor at Aberdeen, took the 
other view, and insisted that "the 
abundance of examples of delight 
in mischief of the most absolutely 
gratuitous kind, the beginning in 
tender years and continuing more 
or less until maturity" indicate that 
there is such a thing as "the pleas- 
ure of malevolence." 


But if thoughtful men have dif-

of malevolence, there has 


difference 
of 
opinion 


among the great teachers of the 
western world that there is in hu- 
man nature a disposition to evil, 
that government is not government 
which cannot restrain it, and that 
religion is satanic that does not 
seek incessantly to overcome it. 
Long ago Plato fixed the image of 
a man's moral problem as that of a 
charioteer 
who drives a pair of 


winged horses: "one of them is 
noble and of noble breed, and the 
other is ignoble and of ignoble 
breed." And living as he did in an 
age of disaster and disorder. Plato 
added that "the driving of them of 
necessity gives a great deal of trou- 
ble to the charioteer." 
Dictators Can Survive 
Only Through Violence. 


He perhaps had seen what we 


have seen, the use of civil authority 
to arouse the disposition to kill, to 
maim, to plunder, rather than to 
subdue and control these lusts. For 
he too lived in an age of revolution, 
and this is the very essence of 
revolution. For whatever the out- 
ward and temporary appearances 
of order and even of splendor, the 
certain sign that a people is in the 
grip of revolution is that govern- 
ment 
and 
what passes for the 


official religion surrender to, cul- 
tivate and then use for their own 
purposes the slumbering barbarian 
in man's nature. 


For it is only a revolutionary gov- 


ernment that can, and by its own 
inexorable logic must,, organize the 
primitive lusts of 
methodical violence 


mankind into 
Left to them- 


selves, the resentments and hatreds 
of men are fitful, soon sated and 
quickly regretted. But revolution- 
ary governments cannot maintain 
themselves for long if they permit 
the normal instincts for decency to 
reassert themselves. For revolution- 
ary dictatorships are so entirely ab- 
normal, are so alien to the lasting 
interests and ideals of all civilized 
existence only by an ever-growing 


men, that they can prolong their 
intensification of violence 
Despotic Regime Can- 
Never Feel Secure 


This necessity can be observed in 


all the great social revolutions of 
modern 
times, particularly 
the 


French, the Russian and the Ger- 
man. Deep social revolutions such 
as these, it should be said in pass- 
ing, must not be confused with po- 
litical revolutions 
which 
merely 


change the form of government ami 


the governors- 
like our own in 


the personnel of 
with revolutions 
1776. or like most of the revolutions 
pf Latin-America during the past 
generation, 
perhaps 
not 
even, 


though this is still debatable, with 
the Italian revolution under Musso- 
lini. A deep social revolution is 
one which destroys the whole struc- 
ture of a society and raises to pow- 
er a faction of men who regard 
themselves as the imortal enemies 
of the regime and of the civilized 
tradition which preceded theirs. 


These men live in perpetual ter- 


ror of their very lives for they 
know that they can never be trust- 
ed by all the people they have dis- 
possessed and conquered. 
How 


intense is the fear of a dictator has 
been shown in recent years b'y the 
systematic and ferocious killing to 
which Stalin resorted after the as- 
sassination of one of his hench- 
men. 
For however large and effi- 


cient the police, the members of a 
despotic regime can never feel en- 
tirely secure against the assassin 
who is willing to spend his own life. 
Therefore, 
methodical 
terrorism, 


and cruelty so great that the very 
report 'of 
it will cow men and 


break their spirits, seem the only 
protection. Thus one of the clas- 
sic methods of dealing with a mu- 
tinous army was to select every 
tenth man by lot and execute him. 
It was known as decimation, and 
its efficiency was supposed to lie 
in the very fact that by making no 
distinction between the guilty and 
the innocent, the general terror was 
all the greater. 
Must Open Way to 
Supply New Patronage 


But that is not the only reason 


why 
revolutionary dictatorships 


proceed to these extremes of vio- 
lence. Continually they must pro- 
vide places for their own support- 
ers, and once the original revolu- 
tionists have installed themselves 
in all the desirable 
offices, 
the 


young men who followed them 
soon grow up. Places have to be 
found for them, or the second wave 
of the revolution will engulf the 
aging veterans. At this point the 
revolutionary dictatorship is in dan- 
ger unless it can open up new 
posts of command by foreign con- 
quests and by dispossessing some 
part of the population at home. In

and by deporting millions of farm- 
ers, independently-minded

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THE COURTS AND THE CORRUPT 


PRACTICES ACT 


David Evans was 
elected municipal 


judge at Waukcsha in the spring of 10D7 
receiving S,8"G votes to 5,436 cast for hio 


opponent. 


This young man almost immediately 


after being so favored by fortune brought 
upon himself unsavory notice when he 
was convicted of perjury before a grand 
jury because of false statements in respect 
to a certain slot machine of which he ap- 
peared to have become the proprietor, all 
of a sudden, his title being traced through 
the officer who confiscated the machine 
but did not destroy it. 


Now Mr. Evans has come into more 


notoriety in that the .supreme court of 
Wisconsin has decided that his office v.-ill 
be considered vacant because of his vio- 
lation of the Corrupt Practices Act in un- 
truthfully reporting his expenses in the 
campaign for the office. 


Enforcement of the Corrupt Practices 


Act has created as puzzling a problem as 
a court ever faced, and this because the 
legislature has practically dumped into the 
court's lap the duty of enforcement but 
asked the court not to be too harsh in 
case of innocent mistakes. Thus the leg- 
islature in writing the law said: 


"This title shall be construed so as to 


give effect to the will of the electors, 
if they can be ascertained from the 
proceedings, notwithstanding informal- 
ity or failure to comply with some of 
its provisions. 
Mr. Evans bought and distributed little 


packages of matches with his name print- 
ed upon them. They were only worth a 
fraction of a cent each although we pre- 
sume the amount he spent for a sufficient 
number to cover the county would be 
fairly substantial. 
He failed to include 


this item in his report of his expenses. 
Had it been so included he would have 
exceeded the legal limit. 
The supreme 


court decided that his act was not a mere 
"informality or failure to comply" with 
the law but evidence of a deliberate plan 
upon his part to break the law and snap 
his fingers at its purpose. 


And yet what becomes of ''the will of 


the electors"? Since at the time he was 
elected young Evans had not entered the 
business of In-jacking slot machines how 
could the legislature expect a court to de- 
' terminc whether his misconduct would 
have turned his favorable majority of over 
3.000 against him? 


And what of a legislature that tells the 


courts to release candidates from "some of 
its (the law's) piovisions"? Which ones? 


• • • 


The Evans case may not be very im- 


portant excepting to show how confusing 
and contradictory has been the legisla- 
ture in writing this Ia\v. That isn't the 
only thing the matter with our present 
Corrupt Practices Act. It should be re- 
written from start to finish because the 
theory upon which it is now built is a 
mistaken one. 


That fact was shown also in the last 


campaign when Mr. Duffy, through Sena- 
tors Minton and Barklcy and their frank- 
ing privileges, flooded the state with cam- 
paign literature that it would have cost 
an opponent $50.000 to send out, a sum. 
the expenditure of which is prohibited to 
him. 


The correct basis for an act governing 


campaign fund? consists of two main pil- 
lars a? follows: 


(DA 
severe 
limitation 
upon 
the 


amount of money that any person may 
contribute to any election, say a thousand 
dollars. 
The sum should be kept low 


r-nough so that no contributor could justly 
feel that he had purchased a part of the 
government. 


(2) A limitation upon the purpose for 


which money could be spent, generally the 
purposes now covered by the act, such as 
hall 
rent, postage, stenographer 
hire, 


printing..etc. 


It would not be improper, for exani- 


ple, to have the Democratic party spend 
5200,000 in a Wisconsin election if 40,000 
Democrats wanted to contribute $5 apiece 
.for the campaign, or it could otherwise 
legitimately raise that sum. 


The underlying principle of the present 


act is to limit the total amount spent in- 
stead of limiting the individual amount 
contributed which is the factor that real- 
Jy carries vicious possibilities. 


bribe Irom the Florida Power and Light 
Company. 


The dispatches say that the president 


of that utility, when the bribe was solicit- 
ed, quickly determined upon a policy. H« 
took a full page advertisement in the eve- 
ning paper headed "I won't pay a bribe" 
and told the people all the details.

Certainly not even a flagpole is 
more subject to the attack of the blizzards 
than a utility to grafting men in public 
life who threaten to turn their personal or 
official power into hostile attacks unless 
their demands are met, their palms oiled 
or their pockets stocked with bank notes.

WISCONSIN EXPERIMENTS WITH 


MEDICAL CARE 


Probably no step taken by the medi- 


cal profession anywhere is of such im- 
portance as that announced by the Wiscon- 
sin State Medical Society which is on the 
verge of initiating an experiment in vol- 
untary sickness insurance in a northern 
Wisconsin county and will -assist in an- 
other experiment by way of the so-called 
"Pre-payment Plan" of voluntary health 
insurance in the Milwaukee area. 


Here, it is obvious, is a good-faith and 


painstaking effort to discover through trial 
and error whether much pressed methods 
by social reformers will work out in prac- 
tice or not. 
This opens the way for the 


highest form of progress. For there can 
be no .genuine advance unless plans are 
made that are workable, and abandoned 
if found impractical. 


Radical alterations in the methods that 


have been followed in business, labor or 
the professions are incapable of good re- 
sults unless, as in this case, proposals are 
literally torn to pieces in discussion, other 
similar efforts analyzed closely to discov- 
er the cause of their failure and the new 
plan, however carefully drawn, subjected 
to experiment under the watchful eye of 
men who are sympathetic to its purpose, 
and so entirely sympathetic they will not 
blind themselves to the obstructions on the 
way or the defects that develop. 


The Wisconsin State Medical Society is 


certainly to be highly commended by the 
people for undertaking this work of ex- 
periment for the purpose of providing ade- 
quate medical care and attention for peo- 
ple of limited means. The spur to this 
action came from medical groups all over 
the state. As a result of the society con- 
vention the executive secretary of the or- 
ganization, long a student of these pro- 
'posals, has constructed the plan for test. 
He announces that the proposal apparent- 
ly best suited to Wisconsin conditions dis- 
cards European plans and substitutes per- 
sonalized service by the physician, free 
choice of physician by the patient, and pri- 
mary emphasis on the needs of the patient 
over the rules of the system. 


If there is anything practical in the 


numerous proposals that have been made 
the Wisconsin State Medical Society is 
bound by these methods to find it out. 


YEAH! AND 50 MILLION FRENCHMEN 


CAN BE WRONG 


Several years ago our capable and 


practical Vice-President shook his head 
slowly as he observed administration poli- 
cies and said: "You can't beat 4 billion 
dollars!1' 


But that, it turns out, was an error

A MATTER OF BALANCE 


Golf stances vary according to 


the individual. As a rule tall golfers 
stand with their feet further apart 
than the smaller golfers but this, 
naturally, is a matter of compari- 


son. 
Possibly if an average were 


taken it would be found that the 
tall golfer really has his feet closer 
togc-ther in relation to height. 'Tie 
main consideration is to stand in a 
position in which comfort is para- 
mount and that offers free bodilv 
movement. One way of determining 
the proper width is to place the feet 
far enough apart to enable the play- 
er to catch a heavy weight if it 
were dropped from a distance over- 
head. Shorter golfers who have a 
low center of gravity would be 
able to catch the -weight comfort- 
ably with their feet fairly close to- 
gether. Bobby Jones, for instance 
stands with his feet fairly close 
together which allows him an easier 
body turn. If the feet are too far 
apart the swing 
is 
necessarily 


somewhat restricted while on the 
other hand if kept too close togeth- 
er the danger of becoming unbal- 
anced is larger. If the player v/il" 
follow the rule for determining the 
proper width given above, he wil 
find that he can put a great rtea 
of bodily power into the shot with- 
out danger of losing his balance and 
destroying the efficiency of the 
shot.

He must know where the 
runways are and what routes the 
deer travel so that precious time 
will not be wasted scouring unpro- 
ductive country. The deer season is 
too short to permit losing any time. 


If the hunter is going out with- 


out benefit of guide, a preliminary 
survey before the season opens is in 
order. 
Those deer go mighty fast 


once the 
shooting starts and 
a 


hunter on one of their runways 
will be the lucky fellow. Deer are 
not the frequent sights they are in 
the protected summer season when 
once the banging begins. 


Deer beat regular paths as they 


travel across country and the wise 
hunter will locate a few of these 
for his "stands." 
A little hiking 


around will indicate the deer paths 
and eliminate much of the element 
of chance. 
It will be found that 


deer often follow ridges and van- 
tage points where they can take 
a look for enemies. A hunter lo- 
cated on one of the runways at the 
start of the season should get some 
reasonable chances to bag a good 
head. 


It'll Be Cold 


By the time deer season rolls 


around the weather is bound to be 
cold so the hunter should make 
arrangements for his comfort on a 
stand. Long hours of waiting are 
bound to be necessary in a majority 
of cases 
and 
proper 
provision 


should be taken 
to keep warm. 


More than one- stand should be 
located so that if wind conditions 
are unfavorable in one a substitute 
stand may be used. A hunter can't 
do much moving around or he will 
frighten deer and spoil his chances. 


Stands should be located so that 


there will be no danger from other 
members of the party or to other 
members of the party. They should 
also be located so that the hunter 
will be able to find his way back 
to camp without the danger of 
getting lost,

Beds, Sleep ond Dreams 


III—SOUND SLEEP 


Sleep—good, restful sleep! 
What a blessing it is! We go-to 


bed tired, and if we sleep 
well 


enoq^h and long enough, we wake 
up rested. 


Closing- up a modern "bed-in-thc- 


wall." 
Beds have been important chief- 


ly because they have helped pe> 
pie sleep well. It is possible for a 
person to sleep when he is seated, 
but the best sleep comes when we 
are lying on a well-built bed, with 
the right amount of covering and 
fresh air. 


In modern cities, apartments are 


likely to 
have 
beds-in-the-wall. 


They come down at night and go 
up in the morning. Such beds save 
space. They came into wide use 
during the last century. In early 
models, there was danger of a fold- 
ing bed going up while a person 
was sleeping in it, and in a few 
cases sleepers were smothered to 
death. 
Present-day 
models 
are 


built in a manner which 
takes 


away that danger. 


A person may sleep well enough 


in a folding bed, but the best beds 
keep their place day and 
night. 


They have thick mattresses, filled 
with carefully placed inner-springs; 
and the mattress rests on a box- 
spring. Tests have proved that the 
softest mattress is not the best. A 
first-rate mattress is fairly soft, but 
it also is fairly firm. 


When a person sleep?, his tem- 


perature is a little 
lower 
than 


when he is awake and 
walking 


about. The difference may be only 
half a degree, but sometimes it is as 
much as two degrees Fahrenheit. 


Our breathing is slower when 


we sleep, and our heart beats from 
10 to 20 times less often per min- 
ute. The brain is not supplied with 
so much blood" during sleep, and 
that is at least one reason we find 
sleep restful. 


It has been found that people 


grow sleepy when the air does not 
have the right amount of oxygen. 
That is why we are so likely to fall 
asleep when we are seated near a 
fire in the hearth— the flames burn 
up oxygen and rob the air of the 
amount it should have. When there 
is an open fire in the room, special 
care should be taken to admit fresh 
air. 


When the air is robbed of part of 


its oxygen, it may cause a person 
to fall asleep, but the sleep is not 
very restful. The best sleep comes 
when a room contains a good sup- 
ply of fresh air. 


Because fresh air helps to bring 


about sound sleep, some persons 
have made it a custom to 
keep 


windows wide open even during 
cold winter nights. In most cases, 
that is going too far. In cold weath- 
er a window open a few inches 
will let in plenty of fresh air for 
the average person. 


People suffering fiom tubercu- 


losis need complete rest, also an 
extra-large amount of oxygen. In 
their case, sleeping on a screened 
porch may be of great help in both 
winter and summer.

Although bovine tuberculosis in 


the United States has been reduced 
to less than half of 1 per cent, the 
•mall remaining infection is re- 
sponsible for many condemnations 
of animal carcasses and parts in 
connection with federal meat in- 
spection. To locate these sources 
of infection, the federal bureau of 
animal industry's meat-inspection 
records are so kept that reports 
can be made showing the neigh- 
borhood and, in many cases, the 
exact farm from which a badly in- 
fected shipment originated. 


The main difficulty encountered 


Field mice are causing severe 


damage to fruit trees in Wisconsin 
orchards this fall, according to the 
college of agriculture in a bulletin 
received by R. C. Swanson, coun- 
ty agricultural agent. 


Trees of all sizes, even those of 


eight to ten inches in diameter, are 
being entirely girdled 
by 
these 


pests in their craving for bark, re- 
ports Conrad Kuehner, extension 
fruit specialist. Kuehner is work- 
ing with orchardists and county 
agents to control the pest. This 
damage, he reports.' is going on in 
spite of the 
fact that there is 


abundant other vegetation for the 
mice to consume. 


In spite of the amount of dam- 


age that has been done, Kuchner 
is advising fruitmen that it is not 
too late to take steps to prevent 
serious damage from the mice and 
to repair the damage already done. 
Steps which growers are now tak- 
insj include removing grass and 
rubbish 
from 
around the 
tree 


trunks, and t>lacing protectors of 
hardware cloth, tar»paper. or win- 
dow screening around the trunks 
of the trees. These 
protectors. 


Kuchner reports, are being pushed 
into the ground a couple of inches 
so that the mice will be unable to 
crawl underneath them. In some 
instances, poison bait for the mi^e 
is being prepared under the di- 
rection 
of 
county 
agricultural 


agents, and some growers 
are 


working with their dogs to destroy 
the mice in the orchards. 


Another step which growers will 


take to prevent later damage from 
mice will be to tramp the first 
he'avy snowfall tightly around each 
tree trunk, thus forming a protec- 
tive layer of ice in which the mice 
cannot live. Repellents 
such 
as 


washes and paints, Kuehner finds, 
have not been dependable, and oft- 
entimes have caused as much in- 
jury as actual girdling. 


in tracing animal infections from 
inspected meat plants to farms or 
ranches is that many shipments 
lose their identity in passing from 
one buyer to another on their way 
to market. However, through the 
use of eartags, brands, and tattoo 
marks, the bureau's meat inspec- 
tion and field services have been 
able to trace a great many cases 
successfully.
